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MASTERFUL DIPLOMACY 
It is fine to be an idealist but much better to be a practical 
idealist. All of us want to help Europe get back to the pursuits of 
peace and we are all adealists to that extent. But there were 


some who wanted the United States to help by plunging headlong '

practical form of the idealistic purpose. 
President Harding, President Coolidge and Secretary Hughes 
were not in favor of that way of going about it. Stated briefly, 
their view was that the reparations problem was not political but 


economic, and should be handled rot by political agencies but by | 


business men on a business basis. 

Gen. Dawes went to Europe at ‘the’ invitation 
nations. If he had been sent. over there by the United States 
government, European spokesmen would have leaned back in their 
chairs and asked, “Well, now that you,are here, what are you going 
to do? They would have waited for Dawes to take the lead and } 
would have tried to shift the whole burden and responsibility to him 


and to the United States government., 


But Dawes was not in that position. 
to say, ‘Well, you asked me to come over here, now let’s see what 
1 can do to help you.” 

There was a very vital difference in the two situations.- 

If the United States had sent General Dawes over, it would 


have assumed an affirmative responsibility—an obligation to take | 


the initiative. But since the nations interested in the reparations 
problemginvited General Dawes, it was up to them to take the in” 
itiative, and the responsiblity for failure rested upon them. 

As a consequence, something was accomplished, and Dawes 
did his share. His efforts would have been blocked by the jealousy 
and selfishness of European nations if he had gone there as a 
spokesman of the United States government. 

President Harding and President Coolidge and Secretary Hugh- 
es displayed masterful diplomacy in the manner in which they handl- 
ed the problem of rendering effective aid to Europe in settling the 
reparations problem. They did not let their desire to help rup 
away with their judgment. Their idealism has been of the 
practical kind. 

The affairs of the nation are safe in the hands of such men. 


AJR INQUIRY 


The special committee of the house of representatives, ap- 
poi nted to inquire into operations of United States air service, is 
about to conduct a thorough inspection of all of our airplane centers: 
‘The investigation will be constructive and not destructive, and will 
have no political significance, except as it is another evidence of 
the determination of the republican administration to keep every 
branch of the government service at the highest point of efficiency.

campaign to, safeguard life and helth 
of expectant mothers and children, 
Mrs. M. M. Garrett, of Lafayette 
appeared before the board of su- 
pervisors to urge that body to ex- 
press by resolution its willingness 
to co-operate with officials of the 
American Child Health Association, 
sponsors of the project, and voice a 
desire to have this county selected 
as the demonstration area. 

The association is considering 
several California counties but by 
dint of hard work and marshaling 
of forces for co-operation Mrs. Gar- 
rett hopes to make Contra Costa the 
association's selection. Several such 
demonstrations have been designat- 
ed in the east and are now the 
scene of intensive study of health 
problems. 

The board of supervisors indicat- 
ed willingness to co-operate if Con- 
tra Costa secures designation as 
the demonstration area and asked 
that Mrs. | Garrett submit a reso- 
lution. 

fhe demonstration will be worked 
out with the utmost care and will 
include whatever touches upon the 
matter of child health in every way. 
The care of the expectant mother, 
proper safeguards for both mother 
and child before the’ infant is born, 
at child birth, and afterwards, and 
fellow-up care to bring the 
citizen safely through his most dang- 
erous age, will be part of the pro- 
gram.
